WASHINGTON. April 27—Shipments of more than 100,000 tons of 
wheat and flour a month are being made to Italy and Sicily, it was 
revealed today, in an effoit to maintain civilian life in the liberated 
areas. 
The disclosure was made by Henry F. Grady, former assistant sec­ 
retary of state, who was sent to Italy as the tank ing American official 
on the Allied control commission. Grady has just returned and has 
submitted a leport to Secretary of State Hull. 
In an exclusive statement, Grady said: 
“These shipments of food from the United States will have to be 
maintained for the next couple of months. After that, the harvest will 
be coming in, and import* can be very much reduced. Internal produc­ 
tion should tak e care of Italy’s m a -

jor requirements for the rest of 
the year—unless Rome is liberated, 
which would give us a new bur­ 
den.” 
Grady pointed out that the prin­ 
cipal grain producing areas of 
Italy are still in German hands, 
and thus large amounts of wheat 
and flour must be imported. Some 
other foods are required in small 
quantities

» an cheese. 
Grady gave a vigorous rebuttal 
to the charge that Italians are 
worse off under the Americans 
than under the Germans.

In tellectual Prowess 


As to in tellectual prowess, we

Comparison in Stud en ts 


As to scholarship, based on 
grad es in college, there ri little to 
choose between the smokers an d 
n on -smokers. Un e hun d red seven ­ 
ty-seven smokers mad e a mean 
grad e of 3.14 an d 176 n on -smokers 
mad e a mean grad e of 3.51. This 
slight ad van tage in favor of the 
n on -smokers is almost accoun ted 
for by w hat is kn own in tatistical 
scien ce as probable error. Forty- 
two per cen t of light smokers an d 
62 p tr cen t of heavy smokers, an d 
31 per cen t of n on -smokers failed 
to reach the d iploma grad e (had 
to improve their stan d in g or leave 
college).

1. A ten d en cy for n on -smokers 
to surpass smokers in athletic 
achievemen t is shown , although n o 
clue has been afford ed for a physi­ 
ological ex plan ation of the superi­ 
ority of the n on -smokers. 


In d isputable Association 


2. An in d isputable association 
between the smokin g habit an d 
in ferior scholar hip ex ists. Evi­ 
d en ce is ad d uced in favor of the 
hypothesis that low scholar, hip is 
in p art at least d irectly d ue to the 
habit of smokin g. In particular it 
is n oted th a t smokers who in hale 
the smoke have lower scholarship 
than those w ho d o n ot. 
3. The d ecision to begin smok­ 
in g is taken w ithout an y appeal 
to reason in the great m ajority of 
cases.

it is a health hazard and dulls the 
mind. I replied th at so far as I 
knew smoking is not a health 
hazard and does not dull the mind. 
I based this judgm ent on ordin­ 
ary experience and observation. 
We may take professional baseball 
players as examples of people who 
are healthy. I do not know' how 
universal the habit of smoking is 
among them, but all the ones I 
ever knew smoked some during the 
season, and it did not seem to in­ 
terfere with their efficiency. It is 
my impression th a t athletic direc­ 
tors generally do not insist on 
abstinence from tobacco during 
training as much as they used to. 
And if health is proved by physi­ 
cal beauty, why, we have the testi­ 
mony of all the most entrancing 
women of screen, stage and society 
proclaiming their devotion to one 
cigarette or another. 


Intellectual Prowess 


As to intellectual prowess, we 
m ust conclude from the most 
casual perusal of the newsprints 
that the destinies of the world are 
in the hands of the smokers. Mr. 
Roosevelt with hi* cigarette holder 
and Mr. Churchill with his cigar 
are comprehensive though exam­ 
ples. 
However. It appears we may all 
be wrong. I was not aw are of any 
scientific study of the subject 
w hen I wrote as I did, but through 
the courtesy of Pryus Hopkins, 
Ph.D., of Claremont College, Cali­ 
fornia. I am in receipt of a study 
called “The Student Who Smokes," 
by J. Rosslyn Earp, Director of 
the Departm ent of Hygiene, An­ 
tioch College, Ohio. 
Dr. E arp studied winner* of 
athletic events in two intercol­ 
legiate track meeta and found that

ers in one instance, and unrecord­ 
ed in one instance. 


Comparison in Students 


As to scholar; iii p. based on 
grades in college, there i- little to 
choose between the smokers and 
non-smokers. One hundred seven­ 
ty-seven smokers made a mean 
grade of 3.14 and 176 non-smokers 
made a mean grade of 3.51. This 
slight advantage in favor of the 
non-smokers is almost accounted 
for by what is known in tatisticaJ 
science as probable error. Forty- 
two per cent of light smokers and 
62 per cent of heavy smoker*, and 
31 per cent of non-smokers failed 
to reach tho diploma grude (had 
to improve their standing or leave 
college). 
On inhaling—111 inhalers had 
a mean grade of 3.01, wk Ie 50 non- 
inhalers had a mean grade of 3.32. 


Dr. E arp concludes: 
1. A tendency for non-smokers 
to surpass smokers in athletic 
achievement is shown, although no 
clue has been afforded for a physi­ 
ological explanation of the superi­ 
ority of the non-smokers.

2. An indisputable assotnation 
between the smoking habit and 
inferior scholar hip exists. Evi­ 
dence is adduced in favor of the 
hypothesis that low scholar hip is 
in p art at least directly due to tho 
habit of smoking. In particular it 
is noted that smokers who inhale 
the smoke have lower scholarship 
than those who do not. 
3. The decision to begin smok­ 
ing is taken without any appeal 
to reason in the great m ajority of 
cases. 
4. That the habits of .he father 
in regard to the use of tobacco 
exercise a definite influence upon 
the habits of the son.
